Application should be delayed until
maximum emergence of the target weeds, but before weeds exceed the maximum size specified. For annual
weeds, allow 1 day after treatment before tillage.

For field bindweed, allow at least 7 days after treatment before tillage.

Reduced control may result if treatments are made during poor growing conditions such-as drought stress,
disease or insect damage or if weeds have been mowed, grazed or cut.
